THE DOOMED SHIP. 


Out on the broad, blue ocean, not far 


from the equator, thousands of miles 
from any land, lying motionless on a 
calm sea, was a dismasted ship. Nothing 
remained of her taut masts and spars but 
the mizzenmast, the bowsprit and flying 
jibboom. From the mizzen topsail and

Fear mod Ferer. 


In a New Orleans contemporary there 


recently appeared the following: "Some 
of the medical faculty have yet to lean 
that the moral treatment of the yello-w 
fever is vastly more important than the 
administration of drugs." All who have 
had experience in that terrible diseast 
must have recognized the fact that th< 
condition ot the minds of the patient* 
weighs heavily for or against recovery. 
In one epidemic- on shipboard—about a 
hundred victims to the disease—the 
writer made close observations on tbii 
point, which satisfied him that he whc 
takes yellow fever and keeps up hope anil 
courage fa pretty certain to recover; 
while, on the other band, he who is ter- 
rorised and feels hopeless is quite sure tc 
succumb to the malady. This influence 
of the mind is well illustrated by twc 
cases which occurred during that epi- 
demic. 


One was a corporal of marines; th< 


other the chief engineer. They were men 
of about the same age, and appeared tc 
bo equally strong and enduring. The 
'chief bad a comparatively Hght attack, 
while the corporal had a most severe one. 
The former, being a ward room officer, 
>.vaa, of course, the most fortunate in the 
way of quarters and nursing. The ham- 
mock of the latter swung in the forecas- 
tle. He was a stubborn, hard headed 
fellow, and absolutely refused to take 
medicine at any time during the course 
of the disease, and for several days he 
as stoutly resisted all food. He covered 
himself up with several blankets, and 
insisted that he be "let entirely alone/ 
Occasionally he would ask a mate for a 
cup of water, but beyond that he would 
accept nothing in the way of nursing. 
He said he did not want to die, and m 
wouldn't. Nor did he. 
. He literally fought death and came ofi 
the victor. So severe was his attack an; 
one with less courage and stubborn de- 
termination to get well must have died. 
The engineer was terribly frightened 
from the first and gave way to despond 
ency. There was no cheering him up 
and eventually he died—killed by feai 
rather than by disease. Probably in n« 
malady of the same intensity as yellow 
fever are hope and courage as essential 
to recovery.—Boston Herald. 


The Doming Faculty. 


Many aaianls are endowed with sense! 


which remain yet quite mysterious tc 
our understanding, and all we know if 
that these senses exist There is the 
homing faculty, which is well known to 
occur in many animals, such as the bee, 
many migratory animals, many fishes, 
the horse, dog, etc. Of the wonders of 
the homing faculty, many instances are 
quite familiar to our readera 
It is 


known, for instance, that many hone; 
hunters find their prey by catching bees 
and letting them free at different poiiits. 
£acb bee strikes homo immediately, and 
so, to find the bee hive, one only needs 
to follow the beo line of two or thiee 
bees, as they point to one and the same 
epot, and cotue acro&a e&ch other at th' 
very spot where the hive is to be found 
and is actually discovered. 


Eels and fishes often go from one 


pond to another, verj distantly located, 
or from a pond to the sea, in a quite 
straight line, without any mistake It 
would seem that this homing faculty 
pre-exists to all individual experience, 
since Humphrey Davy informs ua that 
be has seen a young alligator, which had 
just got out of its egg, which had been 
broken by this observer, make immedi- 
ately for the direction in which water 
was close by. Again, a falcon, sent from 
Tenpriffe to the Duke of Lerme, in south- 
ern Spain, managed to escape, and six- 
teen hours later had returned, quite ex- 
hausted, to Teneriffe. A dog, carried 
from Mentone, in the south of Prance, 
to Vienna, came back to Mentone; and a 
donkey of Gibraltar, which was ship- 
wrecked 300 kilonietres away on the 
Spanish coast, also managed to get to his 
home in Gibraltar.—Popular Science 
News. 


A New Nantical Signal. 


A new nautical distress signal has been 


successfully experimented with in Eng- 
land, the notable feature in this device 
being that no stick is required, and there 
ie no back fire, the rocket taking the 
form of a metal cylinder, in the base of 
•which is the propelling charge, above 
this being a charge of tonite, and above 
this again a star composition. The 
rocket is placed in it phosphor-bronze 
socket, which may be tscrewt d or let into 
the rail of the ship, and, when it is re- 
quired to fire it, a firing tube is placed in 
the center of the rocket, and to the top 
of this a lanyard is hooked; the propell- 
ing charge is fired by simply pulling this 
lanyard, and the signal is impelled up- 
ward at one impulse—the wirs fuse by 
which the detonating charge is exploded 
being at the same time ignited, and this 
buroa until the rocket has reached the 
maximum height, which is 600 feet. The 
stars are thrown out, giving a brilliant 
illumination, and the tomte charge then 
explodes, tho noise of the explosion be- 
ing eq'iil to the firing of a six pound gun, 
but, being high up, is heard at a great 
distance, in one instance, as reported, a 
disabled vessel having by this means 
brought another to her assistance from a 
distance of twelve miles. The full sized 
rockets are seven inches long and two 
inches in diameter.—New York Tele- 
gram.

Indescribable Garety nad Biishtnessof the 


Street*—Points of Interest Where HU- 
tory Was Made—A Glimpse of Horn 
and Kitchen. 
Spain has the fortune to lie a little asid 


from the "personally conducted" Infeste* 
paths of travel—a Sabbath day's journey in t 
the land of romance. Its history is bun 
•bout with a glamour such as nowhere els 
conceals the scars of time or the paltry an 
sordid movement of that great disenchonter 
the present There is probably nowhere ds 
a people having so great a part in the anna! 
of the world, whose work in the vineyard o 
the nations is io entirely done and whose tm 
portance is so much a matter of sentiment

STUDY OF NEWSPAPER "ADS." 


Where to Look for Bomance, Misery, 


Prosperity, Ambition, Etc. 


It Is a time honored practice with the 


professional humorist to raise the neces- 
sary laugh by twitting women with a 
preference for the advertisements over 
the news columns of the daily journals 
Give one of the sex a paper, they say, 
and she will immediately rivet her atten- 
tion on tho advertisements. Granting, 
for the sake of argument, that there is a 
substratum of truth in this quip, it yet 
remains debatable ground whether o» 
not she does not show a superior wisdom 
to those who give priority of perusal to 
the cablegrams, the law reports, the par- 
liamentary debates, the political speeches 
of the leaders. 


Advertisements, properly prospected, 


pan out richly in all the qualifications 
necessary for entertaining reading—in 
instruction, in romance, in pathos, in 
freshness of ideas and in humor, which 
being frequently unintentional, is by no 
means less amusing on that account. In- 
deed, many of the comio papers contain 
testimony to tha fact that their compos- 
ers have discovered gold mines in th« 
mass of wants—sometimes curious ne- 
cessities curiously expressed—which are 
daily set forth in their apportioned space 
in the journals of the country, The 
agony column is notoriously worth 
watching, but the mysterious messages 
conveyed through that medium do not* 
by any means monopolize all the ro 
mance of the advertisements nor all the 
humor. 


It is sad, if the reader be sentimental 


oc diverting, if ho or she be callous tc 
the exquisite emotions of the tender cor- 
respondents, to hear from "Rose Blush" 
that time will not change her love, and 
that the fragrance of it "remains as a 
sweet odor, and as the breath of life;" oi 
that "Violet" intends to meet her "ever 
loving Gaiters at the dear old haunt 
when the clock strikes ten." But there 
are sterner romances than these, oi 
which glimpses are frequently obtained 
among the small type announcements, 
which are so frequently skipped by the 
reader. The romance of the fortune 
hunter is there, and many of the mis- 
deeds of daring criminals are exposed to 
the views of readers of "ads" by the 
police stonouncemente. 


The reading of advertisements more so 


than the perusal of any other part of the 
newspaper draws ono into the busy 
marts of life, jostles one against the 
crowd, touches one with pity or repels 
one with greed; Liiags one intoshaip 
contact with sharp men, who are con- 
spiring in some deep plot to betray, de- 
ceive or defraud some trusting person; 
and shows one love, misery, ambition 
and despair in all their phases, supply- 
ing one with tho keynote to a hundred 
dramatic situations. If one is interested 
in tho world of inventions, it is in the 
adveitising column that the earliest 
knowledge is obtainable of the most ro- 
cent device, from the latest improve- 
ment of a domestic or culinary utensil to 
so remarkable an im ention as that re 
cently announced for Uio especial beiu 
fit of yachtsmen, namely, "aciial yachts, 
ship formed, navigable balloons, propul 
sion and steeling perfect, powerful and 
facile, capable of accommodating from 
two to twenty persons." 


The column for "houses and apart- 


ments" shows a riband fall of fortune, a 
bringing together or separation of friends 
—perhaps families—may be lovers. No 
end of romance may attach to a lost um- 
brella, and the stops necessary for it tos- 
toration. .An auction sale announce- 
ment may be significant of the dissolif- 
tion of some old family, or the downfall 
of a great man. The "wanted situa- 
tions" column ia full of pathetic stories, 
curtly nariated—three line tales of pii- 
vation, struggle, despair, heroism and 
long Buffering. 
Tho advertisements of 


silks and laces, raie flowers and costly 
jewels, tell of gayety and wealth. 


Tho announcements of the toy shops 


conjure up a thousand fancies of childish 
recollection and enjoyment; and the 
lawyers' welcome notices of something 
to one's advantage, "if this should meet 
the eye," suggest many a pleasant theme 
of patient waiting and cheerful endur- 
ance being at length rewarded by a 
kindly request. The nature of legacies, 
too, as disclosed by tell tale "ads," is an 
interesting field for observation, and one 
cannot help smiling at the endeavors of 
a legatee to dispose of such inheritances 
ns old family heirlooms, precious to the 
testator, but despised by the disappointed 
heir. 


To the humane the advertising columns 


offer many inducements for perusal 
How pleasant for them to turn from the 
police court records of brutality to dumb 
animals to the distressed prayers of be- 
reaved masters and mistresses who have 
ost some feline or canine pet, and to 
read, for instance: "Two pounds reward. 
Strayed from No. — Prince of Wales 
;errace, a white Pomeranian dog, old 
and nearly blind; the hair on the back | 
of his neck worn away," Almost every 
mnouncement discloses some view of 
niman natuie or awakens a material in- 
;eiest. 


It is pretty safe to say that in tho ad- 


vertisements of one issue of a London 
daily there is more exciting mystery 
,han in a novel by \Yilkie Collins. Take 
he following; "Between September to 
middle November, 1888. Lady about 80, 
gentleman, 30, lunched out nearly every 
day, except Sunday; food, probably fish 
tnd fowl; drink, red wine or champagne, 
leal information rewarded. For inter- 
view address," etc. To people weary of 
chess problems or business plans, what a 
me exercise for the ingenuity is provid- 
ed by such an announcement, and the 
motive for which such cun >us informa- 
ion is desired.—London Standard,
